Strict Watch Kept 
Over Terminals 


Ten thousand miles of copper wire 
are used to carry “Canada 1938” 
Sponsored iby the Imperial ‘Tobacce 
Company from coast to coast of the 
Dominion every Friday night from 
10 to 10.30 pm. Another five thou. 
sand miles of wire are needed solely 
to maintain a check on the line across 
which flow the sound waves generat- 
ing the programme. At all import- 
ant points in this vast circuit there 
are terminals, 34 in all, at which at- 
tendants maintain strict watch. 
Should interference due to weather 
or atmospheric conditions cause the 
failure of the circuit, the programme 
can be re-routed through ajternate 
channels which may take the broad 
cast hundreds of miles around the 
storm centre. 

At each of these terminals is an 
amplifier through which the sound 
waves pass.

PREPARING FOR THE HATCHING 
SEASON 


Repeated experiments have shown 
that for egg production, pullets are 
superior to older birds. ‘The incuba- 
tion, hatching and rearing of a great 
many chicks is therefore a yearly ne- 
cessity. The tendency is towards 
lange hatcheries supplying the smaller 
poultryman and farmer, and the sale 
of day-old ‘chicks, sexed chicks and 
cross-bred chicks has increased’ rap- 
idly. 

The individual oan now purchase 
chicks from recognized agencies with 
assurance. The Department of Agri- 
culture is now grading chicks as fol- 
lows: Purple label, R.O.P. chicks from 
blood tested and government record- 
ed flocks; red Ilabel, R.O.P. sired 
chicks, from bloodtested and govern- 
ment approved flocks; blue label, ap- 
proved chicks, from approved icocker- 
els, and approved banidied and fblood- 
tested flocks. 

For those who wish to incubate 


‘| their own eggs, the use of R.O.P., or 


approved males is recommended, and 
it is advisable to secure males early 
in order to get a ‘good selection and 
to acclimatize them to local contti- 
tions. 

Incubators should be looked over 
and put in first-class shape. They 
should be. scrubbed and disinfected 
prior to incubation and also between 
hatches. It is always good policy to 


have spare incubator supplies on hand | 
as many a hatch has been ruined Iby | 


something going wrong after incuba- 


tion has commenced and no spare | 


parts on hand. Thermometers should 
be tested and placed at proper levels 
as a degree or so out may make con- 
siderable difference in the size and 
strength of the hatch, 

Care should ‘be exercised in select- 
ing norma] eggs of good shell texture 
and color. Breeding pens of the best 
hens mated to good males should re- 
ceive the right feed and attention in 
order to obtain eggs that will produce 
strong chicks. Follow the directions 
supplied ‘by the manufacturer for op- 
eration of the incubator as the direc- 
tions have been compiled after con- 
siderable experimentation.

NEARLY PERFECT 


In these days, when so much fault 

is being found with the wonld in which 

|we live, it is quite a relief to note 

that, in spite of social and economic 

unrest, there is one point upon which 

we can agree, something which can 
he described as “nearly perfect”. 

There is one food which comes close 
to perfection, and that ig milk. As 
the child grows, his diet is elaborated 
until he eats the same as the rest of 
the family, but miik should be the 
backbone of his diet all through his 
years of growth, when he is building 
the body which must last him through 
out life. 

The child requires a mixed diet of 
milk, cereals and potatoes, eggs, a 
little meat and fish, fresh vegetables. 
salads and fruits. He needs milk bbe- 
; cause milk provides the calcium that 

is required to build strong boneg and 
teeth. He needs milk, because it fur- 
nishes vitamines which regulate the 
growth and development of the body. 
| Added to this, milk is a source of 
practically all the food elements which 
are essential to the body. 

The normal healthy child who has 

been properly trained likes to eat. 

| There is something wrong with the 
child who does not enjoy his meals, or 
who has to be coaxed to eat. There 
‘are several causes for poor appetites, 
Eating ‘between meals, particularly 
candy, means that the child will have 
no appetite for regular meals. The 
tired or excited child is not interested 
in food. Mhe child who has been shut 
indoors, with no opportunity to play 
or to get his lungs filled with fresh 
air, does not eat well. 

Many children have what appears 
to be a poor appetite, but this is, ‘in 
reality, a bad habit or a wrong atti- 
tude towards food. The parents of 
such children are often those who are 
over-anxious about their child, His 
failure to eat gets him a great deal 
of attention, while his parents fuss 
over him and talk about him or even 
threaten him. 

Every child should have at least a 
pint of milk a day. Milk can be 
served in many different ways as part 
of the meal.

ECEIVING deposits or making loans, Canada’s 
banks are dealing largely with other people’s 


money. Parliament has 


placed the strictest safe- 


guards around the handling of other people’s money. 


When you deposit, or when you borrow, the 
strong right arm of the nation itself is thrown about 
you, for banking is subjected, through The Bank 
Act, to greater Government regulation, stricter 
supervision and more penetrating Parliamentary 
scrutiny than any other business in Canada. 


Banks assemble the surplus funds of millions of Cana- 
dians, mostly in small sums. Based on these deposits, 
and their own resources, they make credit available 
where needed, for agriculture, commerce, industry, 
lumbering, mining, fishing, transportation, markets, 
governments, municipalities and individuals. 


These are abl responsibili- 
ties. In discharging them the 
banks are well supervised. 


Charters of all Canadian 
banks expire at the end of every 
ten years; they can be renewed 
for no more than ten years and 


then only after the most search- . 


ing parliamentary investigation 
of the whole business of banking. 
Can you name any other form 
of enterprise in Canada in which 
every company’s charter expires 
at one time? Or which has to 
undergo parliamentary investi- 
gation as a condition to continu- 
ing in business? 


Parliament can, of course, 
amend The Bank Act at any 
time, but every ten years that 
Act is thrown open for what is 
known as the “Decennial Revi- 
sion’. Bank officers are called 
before the Banking and Com- 
merce Committee of the House 
of Commons. They are examined 
and cross-examined by members 
and every phase of 5 eerie is 
fully disclosed. 


It is a large committee which 
includes many of the ablest 


minds in Parliament. Every 
province and eve political 
party is represented on it, 60 


that Canadians do not lack in 
any sense for the most penetrat- 
ing examination of the business 


of banking. 


Canadians as a people thus 
regulate the business ar haekina 
through their elected representa- 
tives. Into The Bank Act, by 
‘reason of the work of this Com- 
mittee over the years, have been 
built all of the safeguards 
prompted by experience. 


In addition, Canada’s char- 
tered banks are supervised in 
various other ways and operate 
under almost continuous scrut- 
iny. Shareholders appoint their 
own auditors—chartered accoun- 
tants—who closely “examine each 
bank’s affairs. 


Then there is an Inspector 
General of Banks, an_ officer 
under the Minister of Finance, 


' whose duty it is to keep through- 


out the year a vigilant eye upon 
banking operations. He has ac- 
cess to all bank records. 


Banks have to make statutory | 


returns to the Minister of Fin- 
ance and to the Bank of Canada, 
periodically. apart penalties are 
provided for neglect to make 


them or if they contain falsity 
or deceit. 


Each month they must report 
to the Government the total of 


loans made to bank directors or 
to firms in which they are part- 
ners, and of loans which directors 
ruarantee. The return of January 
3st, 1938, shows that the total 
of such Joans does not amount 
to more than 1 98th part of the 
total bank loans. 

There is no ‘money. mono- 
poly” in banking. Any group of 
responsible people who will get 
$500,000 capital subscribed and 
half of it paid up, and who fulfil 
the requirements of The Bank 
Act, can start a bank. The re- 
quirements are devised to safe- 


guard the people against fly-by- 
night promoters. 


Up till 1934 chartered banks 
issued their own notes to the 
amount of their paid-up capital 
and might, on occasion, exceed 
that sum under definite and rigid 
legal limits. 


In establishing the Bank of 
Canada, Parliament provided 
that for ten years from and in- 
cluding 1936, there should be a 
steady year by year reduction in 
the note circulation of the char- 
tered banks. 


We can issue our own notes 
now only up to 85 per cent. of 
our paid-up capital. Each year, 
as this reduction takes place, the 
note issue of the Bank of Canada 
increases. 


Thus it must be seen that 
banks have never had an un- 
limited power to issue notes— 
they have always been definitely 
restricted’ by Parliament, with 
heavy fines as penalties for any 
breach of these restrictions. 


There is no mystery about the 
work of Canada’s chartered 
banks— their doings are an open 
book to the Dominion Govern- 
ment, through the Minister of 
Finance, his officers, and the 


Bank of Canada. 


The chartered. banks are con- 
trolled by specific laws, regula- 
tions ana restrictions designed 
for your protection as depositor, 
ange? fk or borrower. Their 
work is to safeguard the thrifty, 
promote the flow of trade and 
commerce and to facilitate the 
transfer of goods and services.
